not eligible because he had failed to 
file his corrupt practice act pledge 
within the time prescribed by law. 


Attached to his petition was a cer- 


tificate from county clerk Frank Hill 
stating the said pledge was filed 
on. the 20 of July, 22 days prior to 
the elimination election primary. The 
law requires that such pledge be 
filed 30 days before the primary. 


The convention then voted 27 to I 


to suf;lain the petition and to certi- 
fy J. W. Russell as the nominee. 


Otherwise a report from the County 


Central Committee with respect to the 
votes received by various candidates 
was approved by the convention and 
the Chairman and Secretary were in- 
structed to certify the nomination of 
candidates receiving the largest num- 
ber of votes, with respect to offices, 
as the Democratic nominees.

WASHINGTON - Because H hasn't 


been able' to decide whether thannli- 
trust laws help or hinder its defense 
program, the administration has fin- 
ally managed to get right on top of 
a box of political dynamite. 


It got there by letting the wires 


between the defense commission and 
the anti-trust division get snarled up 
over the huge oil monopoly law-suit 
which the head of the miti-trust 
livision, Thurman Arnold, drew up. 


Arnold was prepared to file the suit 


Ion July 25. As n matter of routine, 
' he sent it over to the defense com- 
mission for clearance before filing; 
back cnme a memorandum saying the 
commission feared national defense 
might be jeopardized If the suit were 
filed, and asking that it be held up. 
It hns been held up ever since. 


Various things make the situation 


politically dangerous. 


For one thing, independent oil men 


arc showering in their protests. So, 
for that matter, are members of con- 
gress—50 congressmen and 23 senators, 
to date, have cbmplained ove the 
delay. 


For another thing, the fact that the 


defense commission has a number of 
big oil men serving as advisers might 
provide someone with a convenient 
handle for a political attack on the 
administration. 


Investigation Urged' 


In addition to all this, one of the 


best New Dealers in either Houst— 
Congressman John Coffee of Washing- 
ton—has formally moved for a con- 
gressional investigation into the whole 
business. 
, 


"It comes with mighty poor grnce 


for the administration to protect the 
biggest monopoly in America, at a time 
when it is about to draft men into 
the army at $30 a month," says Coffee. 
"It's time 
this thing 
was 
fought 


through. How can we pretend to bo 
enforcing free competition and pro- 
tecting the little fellow if, when we 
move against a huge monopoly, this 
cry of national defense is used as a 
screen?" 


Coffee's resolution, now awaiting 


action in the rules committee, would 
provide for a committee of five to 
discover whether the anti-trust laws 
have been fully enforced in connect- 
ion with the oil industry, and also 


whether tore hns been any interfer- 
ence with such enforcement, and if 
so, wo hns been responsible. 


tliniilcrson Held Up Suit 


Arnold's lawsuit was to have been 


directed against the 22 major oil com- 
panies of the United States, ts alms, 
us Arnold out-lined them, were to 
prevent price fixing, to restore unres- 
tricted competition among retail oil 


tlenlers, and to provide a fiee market 
for the independent refin'ers and for 
new enterprists in the Industry, 


Plan Was to accomplish this by forc- 


ing the big companies to divest them- 


- 
tankers 
and 
selves of 
pipe- lines, 


marketing facilities. 


Defense commission 
argument is 


that this attack on pipe lines would 
be a tough thing to launch at a time 
when the country needs even more 
pipe lines than It has, as a defense 
measure; Arnold's Is that the present 
rituatlon Heeps the independent from 
operating except in the immediate 
vicinity of his production field. 


A full-dress row over this oil lit- 


igation would be bad political medic- 
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me, In the middle of a presidential £ 
campaign, especially since the nc- 
tiiEtlon would be mnde that the de- 
fense commission's oil advisers had 
thrown n wrench into the proceedings. 
That renlly doesYi't seem to be the 
cnse. The defense commissioner who* 
held the suit up wns Leon Henderson, 
of the original brain trust.
